This communication is submitted in response to the Restriction and Election of Species 
Requirement of February 4, 2005, having an initial period of response expiring on March 4,

Claims 1-72 are currently pending in the application and subject to a Restriction 
Requirement. Responsive to the Restriction Requirement, applicant hereby elects, without 
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traverse, to prosecute claims 25-40 and 64-69 of Group I drawn to semiconductor components, 
classified in class 257, subclass 1+. 

As the applicant understands the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement, the 
Examiner also noted that the "application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: an intermediate semiconductor component (claims 25-

claims in the species requirement, applicant hereby elects, without traverse, the intermediate 
semiconductor component (claims 25-32 and 64-66). 

Accordingly, applicant requests an action on the merits of claims 25-40 and 64-69 of 
Group I.
